ion of a foreign power, whose govern- 
ment was at variance with those institu- 
tions. But European nations have had 
no such training for self government, an l 
every effort to establish it by bloo ly revo- 
lution has been, an I must, without that 
preparation, continue to bo a failure. — 
Liberty, unregulated by law, degenerates 
into anarchy, which soon becomes the 
most horrid of all despotisms. Our poli- 
cy is wisely to govern ourselves, an 1 
thereby to set such an example of nation- 
al justice, prosperity, and true glory, as 
shall teach to all nations the blessings of 
self government, and the unparalleled 
enterprise and success of a free people. 

We live in an ago of progress, and ours 
is emphatically a country of progress. — 
Within the last h :i 1 f century the number 
of States in this Union has nearly doub- 
led, the population has almost quadrupled 
and our boun laries have been exten led 
from the Mississippi to the Pacific. Our 
territory is chequerel over with railroals 
and furrowed with canals. The invent- 
ive talent of our country is excited to the 
highest pitch, and the numerous applica- 
tions for patents for valuable improve- 
ments distinguish this age and this people 
from all others. The genius of one Ame- 
rican has enable 1 our commerce to move 
against wind an i tide, and that of anoth- 
er has annihilate 1 distance in the trans- 
missionof intelircnce. The whole coun- 
try is full of enterprise. Our common 
schools are diffusing intelligence among 
the people, and our industry is fast accu- 
mulating the comforts and luxur.es of 
life. This is in part owing to our pecu- 
liar position, to our fertile soil, and com- 
paratively sparse population; but much 
of it is also owing to the popular institu- 
tions under which we live, to the freedom 
which every man feels to engage in any 
useful pursuit, according to his taste or 
inclination, and to tire entire confidence 
that his person r.nd property will be 
protected by the lows. But whatever 
may be the cause of this unparalleled 
growth in population, intelligence, and 
wealth, one thing is clear, that the Gov- 
ernment must keep pace with the p-o- 
gress of the people. It must participate 
in their spirit of enterprise, and while it 
exacts obedience to the laws, and restrains 
ell unauthorized invasions of the rights 
of neighboring States, it should foster and 
protect home industry, and lend its pow- 
erful strength to the improvement of such 
means of intercommunicat ’011 as are ne- 
cessary to promote our internal commerce 
and strengthen the ties which bind us to- 
gether as a people. 

It is not strange however much it may 
be regretted, that such an exuberance of 
enterprise should cause some individuals 
W mistake change for progress, and the 
invasion of the rights of others for nation- 
al prowess and ^lory. The former are 
constantly agitating for some change in 
the organic law, or urging new and uti 
tried theories of human rights. The lat- 
ter are ever ready to engage in any wild 
crusade against a neighboring people, 
regardless of the justice of the enterprise 
and without looking at the fatal conse- 
quences 10 ourselves and to the cause of 
popular government. Such expeditions, 
however, are often stimulated by mercen- 
ary individuals, who expect to share the 
plunder or profit of the enterprise without 
exposing themselves to uanger, and are 
Jed on by some irresponsible foreigner, 
wlio abusee the hospitality of our own 
Government by seducing the young and 
ignorant to join in his scheme of perso- 
nal ambition or revenge, under the false 
and delusive pretence of extending the 
area of freedom. These reprehensible 
aggressions but retard the true progress of 
our nation and tarnish its fair tame. — 
They should, therefore, receive the indig- 
nant frowns of every good citizen, who 
sincerely loves his country, and takes a 
pride in its prosperity and honor. 

Our Constitution, though not perfect, 
is doubtless the best that ever was formed. 
Therefore let every proposition 10 change 
>t bo well weighed, and if found beneffl- 
ial, cautiously adopted. Every patriot 
will rejoice to see its authority so exerted 
os to advance the prosperity and honor 
of tne nation, whilst he will watch with 
jealousy any attempt to mutilate this 
1 barter of our liberties, or pervert its pow- 
ers to. acts of egression or injustice. Tims 
shall conservatism and progress blend 
their harmonious action in preserving the 
form and spirit of the Constitution, anil 



as well befits the highest officer under 
our government. It is without flummery 
or flimsiness, without any approach to 
narrow-minded conservatism or reckless 
deiuagogueism, and utterly destitute of 
those wretched appvals topartyism which 
have belittled the annual messages of 
some of Mr. Fillmore’s less discreet pre- 
decessors. 

That portion of the message which will 
probably excite the greatest attention is

Nearly all the gold coined at our mints is 
immediately shipped to Europe to pay fo- 
reign manufacturers for fabrics and arti- 
cles which ought to be manufactured at 
home. It follows that the mines of Cal- 
ifornia are really sweating and laboring 
all day long for no other end than that 
tho pockets of British manufacturers may 
be filled with gol 1 coins ! This is truly a 
beautiful arrangement! What locofoco 
can regarl it on 1 not feel tremendously 
proud of tho wisdom of his party ? 

The evils of the ad valorem, system of 
assessing duties as at present existing are 
again pointed out by the President. It is 
well known that the effect of the presont 
system of collecting duties on foreign im- 
ports is to encourage rascality and to 
break down honesty. Facts in abundance 
have heretofore been collected and pub- 
lirhed showing that such is the actual ef- 
fect of our system, and yet locofocoism 
views such nn operatisn with undisturbed 
serenity of feeling. The mendacious 
agents of English houses are rapidly en 
grossing the importing business of the 
country, while American merchants, who 
are unwilling to swindle their goverdment 
by false Invoices, and false oaths, suffer

POINTS OF A GOOD HOG. 

I coul 1 cnution the rea ler against being 
*d away by a mar-; name, in his s-*lec- 
fon of a hog. A hog may be cal le l a 
Berkshire or a Suffolk, or any other bree I 
most in estimation, an 1 yet mnv, in real- 
ity possess none of this valuable bloa I. 
The only sure mole by which the buyer 
will be able to a 1 oi l imposition is to 
make name alwavs secondary to points. 

I you fin'l a hog possesse I of such points | 
of form ns are calculated to insure early: 
maturity, anil facility of taking flesh, you j 
nee I rare little what has sceme I goo I to | 
the seller to call him; ami remember that j 
no name can bestow value upon an ani- j 
mnl deficient in the qualif'cs to which 1 
have allude I. The true Berkshire — that 
possesses a dash of the Chinese and Na- 
politan varieties — comes, perhaps, nearer 
to the desire I standard than any other. 

The chief points which characterise, 
snrh a hog are the following: In the first 
plate, sufficient depth of carcass, and 
such an elongation of body as will insure 
a sufficient lateral expansion. Let the 
loin and cTiest be broad. The bren Ith of 
the former denotes good room for the play 
of the lungs, and a consequent fn e and 
healthy circulation, essential to the thri- 
ving or fattening of any animal. The 
bone should be small and the joints fine 
— nothing is more indicative of high bree I- 
ingthan this; ani the legs should be no 
longer than, when fully fat. would just 
prevent the animal’s belly from trailing 
upon the ground. The leg is the least 
profitable portion of the hog, anil we re- 
quire no more of it than is absolutely ne- 
cessary for the rest. .See that the feet be 
firm and sound; that the toes lie well to- 
gether, and pass s'.raightly upon the ground 
— as also, that the claws are even, up- 
right and healthy. Many say that the 
form of the head is of little or no conse- 
quence, and that * good hog may hav e an 
ugly head; but 1 regsr.l the head of all 
animals as one of the very principal 
points in which pure or impure bree ling 
will be the most obviously indicated. A 
high bre I animal will invariably be found 
to ar.ive more spec lily at maturity, to 
take flesh earlier, and with greater favilitv 
and, altogether, to turn out more profita- 
bly, than one of questionable or impure 
stock; and suili being the case, 1 consid- 
er that the hen i of the hog is, by no 
means, a point to be overlooke 1 by the 
pun haser. The description of head most 
likely to promise or rather to be concomi- 
tant of high breeding, is one not carrying 
heavy bone, not too flat on the forehead 
or possessing a too elongate I snout — the 
snout should be short, au I the forehea I 
rather convex, curving upward; and the 
ear should be, while pendulous, inclining 
somewhat forward, and at the same time, 
light and thin. Nor should the buyer 
pass over even the carriage of a pig. If 
this be dull, heavy, and dejected, reject 
him, on suspicion of ill health, if not of 
some concealed disorder, actually exist 
ing, or just about to break forth; and 
there cannot be a more unfavorable symp- 
tom, than a bung down, slouching heal. 
Of course, a fat hog for slaughter, or a 
sow heavy with young, has not much 
sprithtliness of deportment. 

Nor is the color altogether to be lost 
eight of. In the esse of hogs 1 would pre- 
fer those colors which are characteristic 
of our most esteemed bree Is. If the hair 
be scant, I would look for black, as de- 
noting connection with tho Neapolitan; 
but if too bare of hair, 1 would be dis- 
posed to apprehend too immediate alli- 
ance with that var'ety, and a consequent 
want of hardihood, that, however unim- 
portant, if pork bo the object, renders 
such animals hazardous speculations as 
stores from their extreme susceptibility to 
cold, and consequent liability to disease. 
It while, and not too small, 1 would like 
them as exhibiting a connection with the 
Chinese. If light or sandy, or red with 
black marks, 1 would recognize our favo- 
rite Berkshire . — Ohio Cultivator.
